But in order to 
withdraw thé cut, the City Council has had 
to pass several new taxes. The tax on con- 
duit companies is a g66d one and should be 
retained, but the sales taxes are going to be 
a burden upon the average citizen of low in- 
come.

Frank, a tall, powerfully built youth, ran for NYU from 1931-34. 


He got the “iron-man” appelation by the frequency with which he ran 
gruelling races, doubling up often in one evening to run in two events 
with about an bour's rest. 

He was a great competitor and ran in just about everything 

he had the time to enter. He won titles in 1,000 meters, 1.500 

meters, mile and steeplechase races. At the AAU Metropolitan 

championship meet of 1933 Frank won ‘je 1,000 meter run in 2 

minutes 33.2 and the 1,500 meter race in 4,03.6. Those figures, 

mystic perhaps to non-followers of the track world, represent two 
—terrifically—fast;— races that leave a man all out.” 

People wondered at his marvelous recuperative powers. 

Nordell pulled an even more amazing double win in 1936, when 
running for the New York Athletic Club, He won the 3,000 meter 
steeplechase and then drew a long breath and ran the fastest 1,500 
meter race ever turned in on an armory floor. At the peak of his 
career he nipped Glenn Cunningham in the 1,500. 

There's no use laboring the point. Im suggesting that perhaps 
Nordell ran, and was allowed to run, far too often for anyone made 
up of human flesh and blood. Ran himself, as it appears, right into 
an early grave. 

Which isn’t pleasant reading to current track stars known as 
“iron men,” those who run mile races at the fast modern tempo that 
demands all, and then double up later the same evening in shorter 
nd faster races that take even more out of a man.
